BOISE - Efforts are being made to 
remove the major objections of 
private groups to the state's proposed 
water projects loan fund before It goes 
to the Legislature next week. 

Without changes In the Idaho Water 
Resources Board's plan, some pro- 
ponents fear Idaho Power Co. will be 
able to prevent the proposal from 
gassing, as It did last year. 

That could leave the state open to a 
"catastrophe," "according to one 
legislator, If the rehabilitation of 
about 20 Idaho dams that are poten- 
tially hazardous or In need of atten- 
tion cannot be funded this year. 

Under the proposed law, the Water 
Resources Board could Issue revenue 
bonds and loan the money to irriga- 
tion districts and canal companies for 
repairs and installation of power- 
generating facilities.

New York rolls out the carpet for ex-hostages 



NEW YORK IUPI) - More than 2 million New Yorkers 
turned out Friday for a cheering, flag-waving ticker-tape 
parade up Broadway for the liberated hostages, 

From roof tops and balconies, office building and 
apartment windows, sidewalks and street corners, the 
crowds poured out their adoration for the returned 
prisoners, who just 10 days ago flew from Teheran to 
liberty. 

A blizzard of pliper swirled down In chilly, bright 
sunshine on 23 of the hostages and their families as they 
moved up the canyons of lower Broadway from the 

Battery to City Hall. 

The guests of honor, riding in 19 limousines amid brass 
. bands, skirling bagpipers and smiling politicians, waved ' 
' and yelled their thanks to the unabashed outpouring of 

emotion. 

At the end of the parade, Mayor Edward Koch, his voice 
.shaking with emotion, stood on the steps of City Hall and 
told the returned Americans : 

"Our hearts, our minds, our love, our affection," bur 
respect went out to these men and women who stood up for 
America... We welcome you with the determination that 
no American will never again be forced to endure 
captivity." 

. Tied to everything and Worn by just about everybody 
were miles of yellow ribbons. 

At Federal Hall on Wall Street, where George 
Washington was sworn In as president, two huge flags 



were draped from pillars and a statue of George held 
yellow bows In each hand. 

The Staten island ferry tooted a welcome and police 
flreboats sent up streams of red. white and blue water at 
the foot of New York Harbor. 

The parade moved out into streets thick with confetti, 
ticker tape and yellow ribbons, as tyew Yorkers struggled 
to match the record — 5,433 tons — they set in a 
spontaneous celebrratlon Aug, 14, 1*15 — VJ Day. 

In front of City Hall, where the guests of honor were 
given keys to the city and "Proud City Awards." Cardinal 
Terence Cooke lead the huge throng In prayer. 

"Heavenly father, we offer this prayer of thanksgiving 
for the safe return of our brothers and sisters who were 
held hostage in Iran," he said. "Never are our prayers 
unanswered." ■ 

Clearly moved by the festivities, Koch shouted across 
the plaia, his voice cracking. "This Is a time not for 
speeches, but for cheering. Let's cheer them on." The 
crowd responded with a roar. 

New York's 48-hour bash for the freed hostages and 
their famlles could easily be' called a hot time in the old 
town. 

All the attractions that makes Baghdad-on-thc-subway 
famous were provided - Broadway shows and gourmet 
meals In sumptous restaurants;- suites at the Waldolf- 
Astorla Hotel; champagne receptions and snap-of-the- 
flngerservlce.

Friday. "When the hostages came 
back, they got a giant applause — for 
what? For getting caught, that's 
what. It'sdamned unfair." 
Spada and other veterans of

ffNsd hostages by saying they were 
glad It was over. 

But the bitterness was evident; 
"By contrast, veterans of World War 
II lauded the receptton-glven the freed 
hostages,-, saying it rekindled patri- 
otism in the United States. 

Ed Allen, 57, of Cleveland,. a. World 
War II prisoner of war, said while he 
felt the hostage story was overplayed, 
"It's pulled us together, we needed 
that." 

Spada, who was in Vietnam in 1966 
and 1967, also felt a resurgence of 
nationalism. "These are flag-waving 
ttmes,"hesald. 

"I'm glad they're back," Spado - 



said, "but you ftriow, it's funny. I 
come back feeling like a fool and they 
come back feelingllke heroes," 

"There are a number of Vietnam 
veterans who are somewhat resentful 
of the treatment given the hostages," 
Gregory Kane, associate director of 
the Vietnam Veterans of. America, 
said. 

"But the real resentment comes 
when Vietnam veterans look back and 
see how they were treated." 

Vietnam' vet, Adam Legg, 34, of 
Cleveland, noted, "When - we came 
-home, everything was nut under the 
table — It was hidden. They Issued me 
' a set of greens, showed me the door, 
-and that was It." - - - —

WASH?NGTON IUPI) - Secretary 
ol State Alexander Halg has (ought off 
efforts by President Reagan's budget 
director to force a quick decision on a 
proposal to slash the foreign aid 
budget.

The Washington Post reported In 
Saturday editions that Halg, at a 
Cabinet-level White House meeting 
Friday, won a decision to defer action 
on the foreign aid cuts proposed by 
budget director David Stockman. 

The delay until next week will allow 
the State Department to prepare a 
detailed position" on Stockman's pro- 



posal for the largest budget cuts in 
U.S. foreign aid history, the fiost 
quoted White House sources as say- 
ing. 

According to the sources, Halg 
presented a memorandum outlining 
what State Department officials sec 
as potentially disastrous- economic 
and strategic consequences of what 
one aide described as "a U.S. 
withdrawal from the world," the Post 
said. 

Earlier, Stockman, bearing an 
armful of thick black binders con- 



taining a list 01 his proposed budget 
cuts, met privately with House. Re- 
publican leaders Friday to get their 
reactions. 

Stockman said- the session - pro- 
ducing what he termed "very good, 
very positive" feedback on cuts that 
are "just options" — was one of 
several planned on Capitol Hill over 
the next few days. 

He indicated the final package will 
not be revealed until mid-February 
when President Reagan sends his 
budget message to Congress. 

"We're not fiolng to send up a 



package that is not going to be ac- 
cepted," he said. 

Stockman confirmed that one of the 
proposals Is a $2.6 bllllon'reductlon In 
the W billion President Carter pro- 
posed for foreign aid In fiscal 1982, 
starting next Oct. 1. However, he said 
the reduction was not discussed Fri- 
day. 

Stockman also said Reagan will 
deliver a televised address late next 
week, discussing what he thinks is 
wrong with the economy. He said the 
speech will be a '•diagnosis" of Infla- 
tion, unemployment and big federal 



deficits, but the proposed solution will 
wait for Reagan's budget message. 

Earlier Friday, "Sen. Bob

McDermott, D-Pocateflo, Friday in- 
troduced a "rlght-to-grow" bill that 
would end mandatory membership 
and dues-paying by farmers to sup- 
portcommoditycommlssions. - 

The measure, House Bill 141, Is 
similar to the rlght-lo-work bill, which 
would end compulsory union mem- 
bership In Idaho. 

It was not the first time that com- 
modity commissions and the right to 
work bill had been linked at the 
Legislature. 

An exemption (or commissions 
from the right to work bill of 1977 
helped lead to Its death in a joint 
House-Senate conference committee, 
after the two houses had passed 
different versions of the rffht to work. 




"A lot of people don't realize with 
commodity commissions, unlike' labor 
unions, there Is no opportunity to vote 
for the members of the commission," 
McDermott commented Friday. 

Idaho law allows the formation of 
agricultural commodity associations, 
such as the Idaho Bean Commission, 
Idaho Wheat Commission, Idaho 
Potato Commission, and many others. 

Farmers are required to contribute 
a certain percentage of their sales to 
the commission for advertising, 
promotion and research of the crop. 
The amount is set by law. 

"They have no choice," McDermott 



said. "These commissions use the 
taxing powerof the state." 

She said her bill would not prohibit 
farmers from voluntarily forming 
such associations. 

"I felt there was enough merit to the 
bill to warrant circulation to see the 
extent of support for the way the 
agricultural commissions support 
compulsory method of paying for 
advertising." 

McDermott claimed a commodity 
commissioner suggested the bill. She 
said the name was confidential. 

The right to work bill, House Bill 6. 
was Introduced by Rep. John Brooks. 
R -Gooding, in the House Agricultural 
Affairs Committee, which he chairs. 

"If the agriculture committee is 
gotng to introduce a bill that really 
affects my constituents." MeDermoll

McDertnott's district, in Pocatello, 
Is traditionally Democratic and con- 
tains many union members. 

One "of her bill's sections Is titled.

The Dill changes the wording of the 
law which set up the fund, saying 
money from the account may be 
removed to fund programs "deemed 
necessary by the Legislature for 
supplemental appropriations for 
expenses occurring during the exist- 
ing fiscal year." 

Boyd said this wording not only 
would allow money to be removed 
from the account this year to clean up 
ash fallout from the Mount St. Helens 
eruption and to repair riot-damaged 
facilities at the Idaho State Peniten- 
tiary. 

-* "This Is, a raid on the account," 
Boyd said. "What It means Is that we 
can go Into this fund every year from 
now on.

Following criticism from officers lhat the penalty 
for Embry was too light. Coll said the punishment was 
appropriate because the offense was Embry's first 
act of misconduct.

Inspector William Moore, who oversees downtown 
police operations, said the incident was part of a feud 
between the two officers, who both graduated from 
the Pittsburgh Police Academy In 1979. 

"Embry has threatened her before," said Moore.

Development of the land in the past 
has been blocked by the city of 
Ketchum partially on the grounds the 
parcel does not have adequate access. 
In response, the developers have 
alleged conspiracy, and filed suit 
against Ketchum for -.$3,035,000 and 
other damages. 

The developers first proposed using 
ranch land for access at a meeting- 
between Madden and the foundation 
board or directors on Dec. 17, ac- 
cording to Shirley Mix of the board. ' 

■The developers also have been 



talking to Ketchum city officials. 
Mayor Gerald Selffert, city ad- 
ministrator James Jaquet, city 
planner Linda Haavlk, and city at- 
torney James Phillips, all acknowl- 
edge that they expect to see a pres- 
entation from Curtis and Madden 
soon. 

None will comment further, saying 
they want to reserve their remarks 
until the developers make their pres- 
entation. Curtis and Madden both 
refused comment. 

The Park Foundation Issued a press 
release Thursday evening saying 
their consideration of the easement Is 
being postponed, 

The release stated: "Action was 
deferred recently by the Idhao Park 
Foundation on a request from Skyline 
Developer Michael Madden for an 
easement through the Reinheimer 
property adjacent to Ketchum." The 
release quoted Park Foundation 
Chairman Hope Kading: "The orga- 
nization Is not in a position to consider 
such a request until and unless legal 
technicalities can be cleared . . . such 
an casement Is not ruled out if it Is the 
desire of the community and If It 
appears after study that the needs of 
the area would best be served by such . 
aroadway." ' '

All told the newspaper he had no 
knowledge of the embezzlement, and

Sports Inc., of Santa Monica, Calif., is 
not Involved in the Investigation. 

The- name of a second possible 
suspect, Identified only a former bank 
employee, was not also disclosed. 

George Caufleld, vice president in 
chargeof -public .relations. at_Wells- 
Fargo headquarters in San Francisco, 
confirmed that the bank was "in the 
preliminary stages of an investiga- 
tion" Into "what appears to be an 
internal manipulation of funds in- 
volving the employee."

Connors, who has never fallen short 
of the finals In the'prevlous five-years 
he competed here, blew a 4-i / lead In 
the opening set and a 5-1 advantage in 
the tie-breaker against Fibak to lose 
the 85-mlnute first set, which featured 
extended baseline rallies. Connors, 
after winning 16 straight sets over 
Fibak dating back to 1975, lost the last 
six points of the tie-breaker.

Chrysler workers voting for pay cut by slender margin

DETROIT - Chrysler Corp. workers are voting In 
favor of a pay cut lo preserve their Jobs, but by a 
surprisingly slim margin. 

United Auto Workers officials said Friday they 
remain convinced a whittled -down contract providing 
$622 million In wage concessions to Chrysler will be . 
approved when final vote tallies are reported Mon- 
day. 

Scattered reports on the balloting from local unions 



shows strong opposition to the move despite warnings 
ot workers the only alternative to approval was p 
Chrysler bankruptcy and loss of their lobs. 

The new contract would cut weekly paychecks more 
than MO and freeze wages until September of 1982. 

"It's winning." a UAW spokesman said. "It's not 
winning by tfie margin that the previous two contracts 
carried by." 

This is the third time Chrysler workers have been 
asked to ratify labor agreements giving them less In 
wages and fringe benefits than counterparts at Ford 
Motor Co. and General Motors Corp 

On Jan. 19. 250 elected representatives of the 
Workers recommended by a convincing margin that 



the pact be ratified, leading UAW officials to believe a 
similar result coutd.be expected from the rank-and- 
file. , 

About 65.000 active workers In the U.S. and Canada 
are eligible lo vote on the pact, as are many of the 
49.000 Chrysler workers on indefinite layorf. 

In a major shock, the pact was overwhelmingly 
rejected by a 2,014-833 count at Chrysler's Belvidere. 
III. assembly plant, which builds Omni and Horlion 
su be 0m pacts. 

. Less surprising was resistance from Chrysler's 
several defense plants. Workers In (hose facilities 
have resisted contract concessions because the 



company's defense operations are profitable. 

But Canadian workers, who refused to give contract 
concessions to Chrysler last year, turned- about face 
and approved the new pact by a slim margin of 50.5 
percent, Canadian UAW officials said. 

Workers at Chrysler's St. Louis and Jefferson 
Avenue (Detroit) assembly plant approved the pact. 

UAW officials said they don't know what the union 
would do if the agreement were rejected. 

Approval of the concessions is one of several 
conditions Chrysler must meet to become eligible for 
a lifesavlng dole of WOO million in federal loan 
guarantees.
